Many of the promi nent characters in the plot to 
kill President John F. Kennedy lived in or had con- 
nections to New Orleans. It is here that many re- 
searchers believe die early planning for the assassi- 
nation took place. Among these characters are: 

DAVID FERRIE : Feme was linked to mob boss 
Carlos Marcello whose headquarters was in New Or- 
leans. Ferrie,a former airline pilot and avid, homo- 
sexual, brought Marcello back into the UJ5. after 
Marcello was deported to Guatemala on orders of 
RFKFenie commanded a Civil Air Patrol post in 
that city, which was attended by Lee Harvey Os- 
wald. On the weekend of November 22,1963 .Feme 
and a few friends left New Orleans and drove to 
Houston and Galveston.Texas, to go "ice skating." 
Thus, Feme was in Texas shortly after JFK was 
shot; Ferric had ties with Marcello who wanted Ken- 
nedy dead. 

I FF HARVEY OSWALD: j ^ 

Oswald's uncle, Charles Murrct, worked in Carlos 
Marcello's crime underworld in New Orleans. Os- 
wald stayed with his uncle in New Orleans and it is 
probable that Marcello knew of Oswald through his 
uncle. Oswald lived in New Orleans, handed out 
Fair Play for Cuba Committee leaflets, worked out of 
544 Camp Street, the office of anti-Castro private in- 
vestigators Guy Bannister and David Feme. 

IIM GARRISON: 

New Orleans DA who started his own invesuga- 
tion the JFK assassination. Garrison indicted 
Cla y Shaw, owner of the International Trade Mart, 
for complicity in th assassination plot Also involved, 
according to Garrison, was David Ferric .But despite 
mounting evidence,Garrison failed to lode into the 
activities of the mobmost notably those of Carlos 
Marcello who ran the mob in New Orleans Jn 
fact Garrison called Marcello "a respectable busi- 
nessman.1t has been alleged that Garrison was on 
die take and in 1971,he was indicted by Federal au- 
thorities of accepting $50,000 a year in payoffs to 
protect illegal gambling. Garrison was found 'not

9/18/62 Press: The first proceeding to require a 
member of the Communist Party to register with the 
Attorney General ended today. Mr. Afoertson's attorney, 
John J. Abt of NY ....called no witnesses to the stand. The 
final Gov’t witness, Albert Jackson, who observed 
Party activities for the FBI for 4 years, testified that 
he had attended many Communist meetings with Mr. 
Albertson. Mr. Abt brought out that Mr. Jackson had 
received varying sums from the FBI. He asked the 
witness whether he expected to be paid in the future. 
’After this is finished, I guess I am finished.' Mr 
Jackson replied. "And I'm finished.’ Mr. Abt said, 
ending his cross examination" 

Lee Harvey Oswald undoubtedly follows this story, tor 
Abt is the attorney he will try so desperately to reach 
by phone the weekend of 11/22- 11/24/63, to no 
avail. What is critical here is the fact that Abt defends 
alleged communists against the accusations of FBI 
Informants. Oswald, already under pressure from the 
FBI to inform should he come into contact with any 
communist spies, readily identifies with this situation. 
As will be seen, by the time of Pres. Kennedy’s 
assassination, he will have need of such an attorney. 
This because he, too, will become a paid informant, 
albeit unwillingly,

Oswald, In reality only a minor figure in the 
assassination of JFK, spends most of his remaining 
hours after the event trying to extract himself from 
what he perceives to be the clutches of the FBI.

interrogated (he spends an hour in his cell during this 
time as well). 'Fritz's report.. .refers to Abt:"He 
reminded me that he did not have to answer any 
questions at all until He talked to his attorney, and I 
told him again that he could have an attorney any time 
he wished. He said he didn’t have any money to pay for a 
phone call to Mr. Abt. I told him to call *collect\..or 
that he could have another attorney If he wished. He 
said he efidnt want another attorney..." 



*1:40 p.m. Oswald places an unsuccessful caN to 
NY for Abt. obtaining from the long-dfetance operator 
Abt's number, and the number of The Worker. He has 
no way of knowing that the lawyer is out of town. 
Obviously he has now realized that, as both an FBI 
informant and unwitting tool of Banister and Ferrie et 
al., he needs an attorney experienced in defending 
leftists framed by the Bureau. The fact that the FBI now 
has control over the situation probably terrifies him. 
At his Interrogation sessions he continues to ask tor the 
NY attorney. 

Reached by reporters this afternoon, "Abt ... at his 
summer home in Kent, Conn., said he had not been asked 
to take the case but added, 'If I were asked, I would in 
all probability have to deqline. It would have to be a 
very serious decision,' he admitted. ...Abt said Oswald 
probably thought of his name because 'I have a 
reputation of defending the underdog, particularly 
unpopular political minorities." 
page 426 (this Is from Hoover's 4 pm for the 
record memo* 11/24 after LHO's death ) 

"...They really did not have a case against Oswald 
until we gave them our information. .>11 the Dallas 
police had was three witnesses who tentatively 
identified hlm...Oswald had been saying he wanted John 
Abt as his lawyer and Abt, with only that kind of 
evidence, could have turned the case around, I'm 
afraid."

Vaughn recounts to Stowers his role In events that day, 
the lawsuits after, [etc!], and his life as It had become 
in the following years.

How many times do we think of James 
Hosty each week? Ten, twenty, more? Ve 
always see him as asomevhat frustrated man. 
trying to tell the truth as he knew it. without 
getting into any MORE hot water. Ve've 
pondered for years the whats. vhys and 
whens of his Various actions: interviewing 
Marina ; failing to report LHO to the Secret 
Service; and thereby letting the President 
die/ and then there's The Destroying Of LHO's 
Note. And what about his name and license 
number in Oswald's notebook?? 

Do we think or what the death of Kennedy 
meant to Hosty? Do we think of how the 
debate during the following years affected 
him personally and professionally? As for 
me. ..I haven't thought about that. ..Hosty is 
frozen in time. Flushing Away or Testifying 
about it. 

But James Hosty has had a life since 
11/22/63. And I can only try to imagine what 
those 29 years have meant to him and his 
family. 

First of all. no one told him of some facts 
about the Oswald case ~ especially of LHO's 
[alleged ] trip to Mexico City and his (alleged ] 
meeting with V.V. Kostikov. 

Second, he first met Oswald, at DPD jail the 
day JFK died. Having only been assigned the 
case in Oct/63 and due to LHO's many and 
varied movements. Hosty hadn't met him 
prior to that day. 

Thirdly, due to Hosty's position, he was the 
most noticable candidate to Twist In The Vind. 
in those earliest days of blame-placing, after 
the assassination. 

Let's say James Hosty did all that could 
have been expected of him. given the 
information and responsibilities he had at 
that time. Let's say he was NOT part of a 
conspiracy; that he was just Your Basic 
(PaperShuffling) FBI Agent. Let’s say due to 
pride in doing his job well, and due to 
patriotism he would have done ANYthing he 
could have to prevent our President's murder. 

Then let's think again about Agent Hosty's 
life since 11/22/63. 

First off. when the Varren Commission 
condemned the FBI .for 'mistakes,' Hoover 
suspended Hosty's pay Tor a month, and 
re-assigned him to Kansas City [of at.i. 
places!!].

Second, after about three years, Hosty 
found out some things that had he known 
them in ‘63. he would have acted differently 
that November. He must have felt a bit 
perturbed that important LHO information 
known by others in the Agency in *63 had 
NOT been relayed to him. 

Thirdly, think about what YOU have 
wondered concerning Hosty through these 
many years...haven‘t we all been very 
suspicous of him? Haven't we all spent some 
time placing blame on him too? Veil, we 
haven't been the only ones! Lectures given, 
books written, videos made, films produced: 

“FBI Agent James P. Hosty Jr„ (etc) !" 

And here's Hosty with little way to respond to 
the recurring charges that he was somehow 
at fault [omission /commission ] for our 
President's death. I should think the last 29 
years haven't always been pleasant for him 
or his family. 

If we haven't spent too many hours 
wondering about those years for Hosty. I bet 
we haven't realized something else about his 
life, either. He has the 26 volumes. He reads 
the "JFK /related" books and articles. He has 
studied the assassination as we have, and can 
match us Varren Hearing Volume quote for 
quote. 

And guess what else? Hosty doubts the 
truth will ever be known, but he is (as we 
are) looking forward to information gained 
when The Files Are Released. He's hoping the 
whole story will come out. As we do. 

Ve have theories? So does he. Based on his 
studies and reasoning, he thinks Oswald killed 
JFK to impress Castro, but not due to any 
urging on Castro's part. He also realizes much 
may have been hidden in the time period 
after JFK's death to minimize any movement 
by our people to go to war with Cuba. 

Most of us have argued with others 
through the years about how Lee Harvey 
Oswald was "just a Patsy." 

How many of us have argued that Hosty 
was "just a Pawn?" 

NOTE: Tim O'Connor [a newspaper Staff Vriter 
somewhere 1 interviewed James Hosty 
sometime prior to 7/92 and wrote an article. I 
received the clipping, but have no idea what 
paper it's from. The above are my thoughts on 
the article, based on my perception of Mr. 
O'Connor's interviews, research, ft article 
about Hosty and on my own viewpoints. 

[aNOTHer note: Hosty retired in 1979 
and lives in the Midwest. ]

THE PUBLIC AND 
THE THIRD INVESTIGATION 
If there ever comes about a third in- 
vestigation into the JFK assassination 
should the public participate in some 
way?

It is time to stop playing the "national 
security" games that protect nothing 
but the perpetrators of illegal acts. It is 
time for some real participatory democ- 
racy 

In addition, the public should be repre- 
sented in some way, say by a panel of a 
dozen critics, chosen by lot, or voted in 
by the public. But not assigned. They 
would know best when the hearings 
were omitting testimony or ignoring vi- 
tal evidence or suppressing files for 
nonsensical "cover-up" reasons.
